WW aes Traffic 


Suow on the city streets should mean to all automobile drivers at least 
one thing, says a daily newspaper,—a driving speed of at least ten miles an 


hour less than summer speed. And this word of advice to cily motorists may 


“well be passed on to motorists on country roads. 


Snow is a tricky surface. It provides good traction on paved streets and 
hard roads, when a car is forging ahead, but no traction at all when the brakes 


wave suddenly applied. In other words, a car can be driven easily on It, but can 


be stopped only with difliculty. 

It is disconcerting to drive up to a street or road intersection at what in 
the summer months would be a moderate speed, and, finding need of applying 
the brakes, feel the car sliding helplegsiy onward, or suddenly skidding to the 
side, It is disconcerting always, and it is frequently dangerous as well. 

“[xperienced and careful drivers have various means of checking this 
sliding and swaying, but they know there {s only one sure method, one real 
siufety device—to drive slowly, and particularly so when near road Intersec- 
tions, curves, culverts, bridges, passing other cars, etc. Only so can a car 
on slippery roads be kept sufficiently under control for safety. 

Pedestrians, too, should take warning, ‘The practice of standing on the 
roid just a foot or so away while a motor passes is dangerous enough on dry 
ronda. It is doubly dangerous ‘after the snow comes..If the diiver has need 
to apply hls brakes suddenly the car nine times out of ten will sway to the 


_ Jeft or the right, and the pedestrian standing too close is likely to be side- 


swiped with unpleasant results. 

Winter conditions should, in brief, intensify care in driving and w alkthe. 
here is much greater Hability’to accident with snow on the ground. 

Cold weather brings another danger which is not so much in evidence Jn 
summer. In cold weather motorists arc tempted to start up their engines and 
zllow them to run for a time to warm up within the closed doors of the garage. 
As a natuiml result the garage fills.up with the deadly monoxide gas from the 


+ exhaust with all the possibilities for tragedy which such a condition brings 


abort. . , 

Another factor setileh necessitates greater care in winter driving is 
created by the fact that touring cars have all their ‘curtains up while the 
windows of closed cars are kept shut. It is not posstble, therefore, to signal 
with the same ease and effectiveness to other carg to the rear regarding the 
turn « driver may intend to make. In the winter, therefore, greater attention 
should be pald to the rear than is necessary during the summer months if 
accidents are to be avoided. 


World’s Wheat eat King At Show 


Shipped East} Herman Trelle Of Wembley To Com- 
pete At International Show 
At Chicago 

Herman Trelle of Wembley, Alber- 
ta, formerly of Kendrick, Idaho, 
U.S.A., who won the world’s cham- 
plonshlp for wheat and oats at the 
International Grain and Hay Show at 
Chicago last December, has hopes of 
retaining the championships at this 
year’s International Show. He has se- 
lected some of the finest strains of 
wheat and oats from his farm at 
Wembley for the show. 

Ilerman Trelle farms 800 acres at 
Wembley, Alberta, which is over 400 
miles north of the International Beun- 
dary and 225 miles northwest of Ed- 
monton. His farm is in the Peace Riv- 
er Country, where this year there has 
been a record production of wheat 
oats, barley and other grain and field 
crops. -Mr. ‘Trelle’s championship 
wheat last year was of the Marquis 
varlety taken from a 58-acre ficld that 
yielded 70 bushels to the acre and the 
championship oats of a variety known 
as Victory, yielded 150 bushels to the 
acre, 

In addition to a number of Canadian 
prize winners in previous Internation- 
al Shows at Chicago, who will be ex- 
hibiting again this year, many new 
entrants will be there. The Canadian 
exhibitors from several of the prov- 
inces of the Dominion will. this, yea:, 
be larger in number than at auy pre- 
vious International Show.

It is none 
of these things. A kitehen midden, 
says the .Natural Resources ~ Intelll- 
gence Service of the: Department of 
the Interior at Ottawa, is a prehis- 
toric refuse heap, made up chiefly of 
shelly and bones, much akin to our 
modern garbage dumps. They are de- 
lighttul huniing grounds for archacol- 
ogists secking evidence on the Hving 
<ustoms of other days aud no doubt 
the scientists of another civilization 
will be examining with cagernesa the 
queer shaped bottles, tins and bed 
rails of a bygone (1927) Canadtan city 
garbage dump. 

The excavation of the kilehen mid- 
den being carried on near Seal Cove 
in the northern end of Prince Rupert, 
B.C., is one cf the most interesting 
Pieces of archaeological worle ate 
tempted in Canada in some years. Ac- 
cording to Harlan I. Smith, Dominion 
Archaeologist, there must have been 
& considerable settlement of Indlans 
at Prince Rupert before the time of 
Columbus, as ig plainly evident from 
the fact that a huge red cedar stump 
stood on top of the refuse heap or 
kitchen midden as the debris from In- 
dian: occtipation is known. A prelim- 
inary count shows over 325 rings of 
annular growth without Inciuding 
heart rot or closely crowded outer 
rings. How long the cedar fell 1s not 
known but it fs evident that the heap 
of debris must have accumulated be- 
fore the yeur 1600. It was probably 
many years in the maklug and per- 
haps many moro years elapsed before 
tho cedar took root. 

Quite a number of kitchen middens 
have been located along the British 
Columbla coast, four of~which He 
within as many miles of Prince Ru- 
pert while ethers are found within the 
city mits of Vancouver anid Victoria. 
The white man’s cities have arisen 
on the site of the anclent rod rnan‘s 
habitations. Whereas the Wuropean 
migrant was attracted primarliy «py 
anchorage for his vessels, the Indian 
was concerned with his food suppiy and 
made his abode at the mouths of 
freshwater stréams near ocean beach- 
es where shell fish are abundant. 

The kitchen middens were built up 
of refuse from the aboriginal villages, 
refuse which consists almost entirely 
of clam, mussel and other shells, with 
here and there a human skeleton. Typ- 
ical heaps measure several hundred 
yards long by five or six feet high; 
a few extend for miles, and sev- 
eral attain a height of more than 
nine feet. What cnormous quantities 
of clams and other shell fish these 
early fuhabitants of Canada inust have 
eaten and for what centitries has the 
coast line been productive of these 
nutritfous foods? Perhaps there is no 
other food so easily weaned from 
Mother Earth. The white man took up 
the digging where the Indlan left off 
and the same sands which provided 
succor for the aborigine are still high- 
ly productive. It is just recently, how- 
ever, that the full value of these shell 
fish foods has been appreciated and 
the clams, quahaugs (hard = clams), 
crabs and shrimps are osteemed 
items of food which are recognized to 
be rich in protein, vitamines and min- 
eral salts which fortify the human 
system against disease. d 

The Dominion -Archacologtist ‘is do- 
ing much to discover the history of 
the early dwellers in Canada, their 
habits, culture and mode of living. 
Not the least interesting Is hls inves- 
tigations of these old shell heaps, and 
he reports that the present work fur- 
nishs the best opportunity for real ex- 
ploration by excavation he has had 
since 1914, particularly because the 
old cedar tree with ils annular rings 

’ gives fairly definite information as to 
the antiquity of these evidences of 
coast habitation by the aborigines.

Good Feed For Lambs 


Sunflower Silage Given Test At Scott 
Experimental Station 

In districts such as north-western 
Saskatchewan, where, on the Domin- 
fon Experimental Station, corn has 
never been a dependable’ crop even 
for silage, sunflowers constitute the 
bulk of the silage used. 

Tests made at the Scott station in 
comparing sunflower silage with pulp- 
ed turnips have repeatedly shown sil- 
age to be superior for lambs on a grain 
ration and oat straw. If turnips were 
equil to silage in feeding value, the 
crop would not become generally used 
on account of the extra labor required. 
Trom the cost of gains in the check 
lot, and the extra gains produced by 
feeding silage, it has been caluclated 
from an average of four tests that 
when.oat straw is the only other 
roughage, sunflower silage has‘a value 
of $8.99 per ton for feeder lambs. 

During the winter of 1926-27, a test 
was made to determine the value of 
sunflower silage for feeder lambs when 
low grade western rye grass hay was 
used to replace some of the straw. In 
this case the silage gave a return val- 
ue of only $2.46 per ton. One test is 
not sufficient to draw final conclu- 
sions, but from the results to date it 
would appear that the lower the qual- 
ity of the main roughage, the higher

CONDITIONS AT 

PORT CHURCHILL 
| 
| 


Ottawa.—Present conditions at ort 
Churchill and Port Nelson are similar 
with respect to the ice situation, ac- 
cording to a statement issued by the 
Department of Railways and Canals. 
Both rivers are full of ice, ‘moving up 
and down with the tides. 
ment says In part: 


The state- 


“The Department of Railways and 
Canals is in almost daily touch with 
temperature and weather 
at Nelson and Churchill. ‘The latest 
message received was on the 14th 
and conditions at that time were ex- 
actly the same at Churchill and Nel- 
son, both rivers being full of ice, mov- 
ing up and down with the. tides. 

“On November 6 ice formed tem- 
porarily at Churehill, but not to an| 
extent sufficient to have presented 
any difficulty to ice breakers such as 
are euipioyed in the St. Lawrence and 
at the head of the lakes to deal with; 
similar conditions. At that time the 
approach to Churchill was entirely 
free of ice, whereas a grent deal of 
heavy ice was visible off Neison. That 
has been observed to be a recurrent 
condition there, and is one of the dif- 
ficulties associated with navigation 
in the Nelson estuary where deep wa- 
ter is 20 miles from the partially con- 
structed) harbor works. Heavy ice 
was not observed off Churchill until | 
the 18th instant. Temperature records 
of both water and air indicate that the 
season at Hudson Bay is abnormal to 
the extent of two or three weeks.”

“Britain's Wanin S Waning Pre Prestige” 


New York Editor Speaks Of Alliance 
With United States 


Chicago.—Great Britain is trying to 
avert the disintegration of the Empire 
upon which “the sun never sets” by 
formation of a union with the United 
States, Charles Edward Russell, New 
York editor and lecturer, declared at 
the trial of William McAndrew, sus- 
pended superintendent of schools. 

Russell, who was commissioner on 
public information to England dur: 
ing the world war, was called to sub- 
stantiate charges of Mayor Wiilam 
Hale Thompson that British propagan- 
da had entered schools of the United 
States In history texts. 

Since the world war, British domin- 
jons have drawn away from the noth- 
er country and the British foreign 
markets have been narrowed, Russell 
testified. A waning prestige in world 
affairs would be restored through an 
wHance with the United States, he 
concluded. . 

Should London propaganda be suc- 
cessful in the United States and an 
English-speaking union result, a war 
between Britain and the United States 
on one side, and France, Spain, Italy, 
Portugal, Mexico and South America 
on the other would be inevitable, Rus- 
sell predicted. 


Drastic Changes In 
Manitoba Liquor Law 


Will Be Submitted By Provincial 
Government When Legislature 
Assembles 
Winnipeg. — In a determined at- 


‘tempt to eliminate the bootleg liquor | 


trade from the province, the Manito- 
ba Government has prepared drastic 
changes in the provincial liquor laws, 
according to reports emanating from 
the parlament buildings. It Is report- 
ed that not only will the sale of beer 
by the glass be instituted, as the elec- 
tors demanded in the plebescite of 
last June, but the government will 
provide for the sale of hard liquor 
through a cash and carry system. 

The Manitoba Free Press says: 

“Sweeping changes in the liquor 
laws of the province are made in the 
legislation which the provincial gov- 
ernment will submit when the Iegis- 
lature assembles early next month, 

“All existing Hquor legislation is 
repealed and the new law will, ac- 
cording to unofficial but reliable re- 
ports, provide not only for the sale 
of beer by the glass, but for the sale 
of lard lquor by the bottle, or the 
cash and carry system.” 


Twenty-Five Nations 
Enter Olympic Games 


Hockey Players From Canada Will 
Participate In Winter Sports 
Geneva.—Twenty-five nations have 
announced their intention to date of 
| participating in the second Olympic 
| winter games in February, 1928, at the 
famous Swiss winter sport resort of 

St. Moritz. 

Preparations under way as well as 
the entries that have been made in- 
dicate the games will exceed in in- 
trest from very point of view the 
first Olympic winter contests that 
were held in 1924 at Chamonix. 

The official program which will cov- 
ier a period of a little more than one 
week, from February 11 to 19, includes 
{ndividual contests, team contests and 
demonstrations. These cover skating, 
ski-Ing, hockey and bob-sledding, be- 
sides demonstrations of “skikjoring” 
(or ski-ing behind horses. 

The hockey contests will have re- 
presentatives of the best ice teams 
of the world, including those of Nor- 
way, Sweden, Poland, Czecho-Slovakia, 
Canada and many others.

MANITOBA OFFER 
T0 FINANCE ROAD 
MAY BE ACCEPTED 


Winnipeg.—It is regarded as pyrac- 
tically certain that the provinelal.goy- 
ernment’s offer to make annual pay- 
ments up to $100,000 for five years, to 
offset possible operating losses, will 


be eccepted by the Dominion Govern- 


ment, and that an almost immediate 
start wiJl be made with construction 
of-a railway from near The Pas on 
the Hudson's Bay Railway, to thé Flin 
Flon nilning area. 

The offer was made by the Bracken 
Government as an alternative to the 
request by the Dominion Government 
for a cash subsidy of approximately 
$500,000. A message received = fresn 
Ottawa stated that the offer had made 
a good impression at the Dominion 
capital and it is recalled that Hon. 
Charles Dunning, Minister of M[ail- 
ways and Canals, informed Preimier 
John Bracken at the recent Domin- 
jon-Provincial Conference that though 
he had at the moment favored the 
cash subsidy plan, if Manitoba put for- 
ward a proposition on the lines now 
set forth, it would be accepted. 

The construction of a railway into 
the Min Flon area will mean great 
development of the north country, 
and, it is stated, will involve a cap- 
ital investment of $50,000,000, includ- 
ing $30,000,000 in the immediate T'Hn 
Flon district. 


Bandits Attack Train 


Seldiers Killed 


and = Passengers 
Wounded On Mexican. Train 
Mexico City. —Mighteen soldiers and 
one oflicer were Killed when a Jarge 
group of bandits attacked a passen- 
ger train between Palmira 9 and 
Aguascalientes, despatches fren 
Aguascallentes state. The bandits ¢x- 
ecuted the engineer and a fireman. 
Three soldiers and six passengers, 
including a woman and two children 
were wounded in the encounter. 

No detailed account of the attack 
was given, the despatches merely 
stating one officer and the soldiers, 
entrenched in one of the cars, fought 
to the last. 

The train afterwards arrived in 
Aguascalientes with the wounded. It 
was presumed the bandits had been 
dispersed before the train continued 
its journey. 

Nine soldiers of the train guards 
were killed and 18 second class pas- 
sengers and an express messenger 
were injured when several coaches of 
the Puebla-Vera Cruz passenger train 
jumped the tracks and turned over. 
The accident occurred about $5 miles 
from Jalapa.

United States Decides To Co-Operate

Geneva.—The United States has ofl- 
cially decided to continue its co-oper- 
ation with the special disarmament 
commission created by the League of 
Nations for the preparation of a gen- 
eral conference on reduction in wor'd 
armaments.

E. Morton, University of Saskatch- 
ewan, has brought to a close his sum- 
mer and full activities in historical 
work, so far ag outdoor operations are 
concerned Prof. Morton has return- 
ed to Saskatoon from Prince Albert 
after a visit to a point on the Duck 
Lake‘Cariton trail about one and a 
half miles from the ferry and near 
school No. S64. It was near this- point

Green Feed For Laying Pullets 


Sprouted: Oats, and Clover and Alfalfa 

Leaves Make Gocd Green. Feed 

Sprouted oats and lover leaves 
both make excellent green feed for 
laying pullets. The sprouting of the 
oats, however, involves imore  Idbor 
than preparing the clover, and on this 
account clover leaves would seem to 
be the better of the two green feeds 
to use under average farming condi- 
tions. The two feeds have been pretty 
thoroush!y tried out in a series of 
tests covering five winter laying sea- 
sous conducted at the Kapuskasing, 
Ontario, Experimental Station. 
hundred pulets divided into two lots 
of fifty each were used each year in 
the tests. The ration fed to each lot 
was the same except that one lot re- 
ceived all the sprouted oats they could 
consume from a trough while the oth- 
er lot got clover or alfalfa leaves from 
a hopper or thrown in the litter, The 
average results for the five ycars 
showed practically no difference in 


the total cost of feed, number of eggs | 
laid, cost per dozen of eggs, or profit | 


over cost for the two lots.

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Are Prophecies From 
Great Pyramid True? 


Alarmists Recall Inscriptions Predict. 
ing Period Of Tribulation 
To Commerce In 1228 

The Great Pyramid has cast its 
shadow over Great Britain, Alarmists 
are recalling inscriptions on the 
Egyptian Pyramid which predict that 
a “period of great tribulation” will be- 
gin in 1928. 

The ninth anniversary of the end of 
the war, the country is deluged with 
speeches and articles declaring Europe 
again is drifting to war. 

An articie by Lord Rothermere, 
most powerful newspaper owner in 
Great Britain, warns that “Europe 
once aguin is an armed camp.” 

“There is no escape from the con- 
clusion,” Rothermere declared, “that. 
we are again drifting to the position 
of 1914, which made a conflagration 
inevitable.” 

At least one section of the press 
now believes that Chamberlain's re- 
cent refusal at Geneva to commit 
Great Britain to further military en- 
tanglementy and Britain's insistence 
upon her cruiser claiins at the Tri- 
partite Disarmament Conference at 
Geneva, is due to distinct feelings of 
uneasiness. ' 

This part of the Press thinks the 
country has knowledge of dangerous 
international undercurrents not appar- 
ent on the surface. 

Recent statements of prominent 
Englishmen scem to support the Py- 
ramid prophecy of tribulation from 
May 29, 1928, to Sept. 1986.

A Home-Made Mending Cement 


Rubber Cement That Is Easy For Any- 
one To Make At Home 

A rubber cement that is both easy 
and economical to make and that will 
mend or patch anything frem boots 
to socks and clothing is described by 
a writer in the current issue of “Field 
and Stream Magazine.” Here is how it 
is made: 

Cut crepe rubber, taken from the 
sole of an old shoe, into very small 
pleces with a pair of scissors. Put 
these pieces in a widemouthed bottle, 
having a close fitting top. Add gaso- 
line or benzine until the rupber is 
covered a quarter of an inch or so 
with the fluid. Let it stand to soften, 
when it will be found that the rub- 
‘ber has swelled considerably. As the 
spongy mass absorbs the fuid, keep 
adding w little more benzine ang work 
it into the rubber. The Jesired result 
is to get a thick, clear, jelly-lilke mass. 
|One shce sole furnishes the material 
ifor over a gallon of rubber cement.

jmatches, Simply dip the head of the 
| match in the cement and let it dry.

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Soft Pork 


Primary. Cause Sald To Be Unsuitable 
Feeds 


An investigation into the causes of 
soft pork has been conducted during 
recent years at the Central Experi- 
mental Farm at Ottawa. Briefly, the 
results show that the primary cause 
of softness in pork is the use.of un- 
sultable feeds and combinations of 
feeds, faulty nutrition generally, an 
unhealthy ‘physical condition, or any 
cause or combination of causes which 
check the normal growth and develop- 
ment: of the individual. In the inves- 
tigation an effort was made to deter- 
mine the influence of such feeds as 


ground oats, ground barloy or mid. 


dlings when fed singly, both with and 
without milk by-products, and also a 
comparison of these feeds with a 
mixed meal ration. The results have 
demonstrated that the use of barley 
alone, oats alone, or middlings alone 
is more conducive to the production 
of soft sides than any of these feeds 
supplemented/ with skim milk. Any of 
these three feeds are more conducive 
to softness in bacon than a ralxed 
meal ration of good balanée, although 
barley fed alone with milk compares 
very favorably with the mixture, with 
oats a poor second, and middiings of 
little uso in a mixture. There is an 
intimate relationship between the 
stage of maturity or the physical con- 
dition of the animal and tho firmness 
of fleshing. Raplidity of gain exercise 
a lesser but at the same time an ‘ap- 
preciable influence on the character of 
the fleshing, the plgs which made poor 
gains being mostly soft.

Ships Have Equipment As Complete 
As Passenger Lincrs 

Commander Kenworthy of the Brl- 
tish Navy, says that the men aboard 
ship are much better fed and with a 
much greater variety of food than 
ever they had in the past. Instead of 
each mess of twelve or fourteen men 
catering for themselves--one mdn tak- 
ing it in turns each day to take the 
food to the galley and dish it up again 
after it had been cooked—all the ra- 
tions are drawn and cooked in a 
varlety of dishes by the cooks, under 
the supervision of the Paymaster’s 
staff. 

When I first went to sea, he sys, 
the fresh bread only lasted a few days 
after leaving harbor, after which we 
fell back on ship’s biscuits. Now there 
are electric bakeries and excellent 
bread is baked every day. There, also, 
are refrigerators worked- by elec: 
tricity, in which fresh meat can be 
kept even on the longest cruise. The 
most modern ships even have an elec- 
tric laundry, where the men can get 
bees clothes washed for a very small 
charge instead of spending their time 
over the wooden wash-tubs of the old 
days. The modern ships are ventilat- 
ee by electric fans driving fresh air 
from above into all parts of the ship 
under water and, greatest luxury of 
all, there are bathrooms with plenly 
of hot fresh wator available for all the 
ship’s company. Tho supply of fresh 
water for washing is actually better 
than in many ocean passenger liners.

Machines 


How To Sterilize Machine Parts and 
Destroy All Bacterla 

The milking machine problem {sg no 
longer one of mechanical perfection 
states the Dominion Animal Hus)band- 
man in his latest annual report, but it 
hag become a matter of more careful 
operation mechanically with great 
care in cleaning from a bacterlologti- 
cal rather than from a_ visible-dirt 
point of view. The germ content of ma- 
chine drawn millt depends upon the 
care taken to keep the tubes, cups and 
pails clean far more than upon any 
other factor. Highly infected milk 
drawn by niachine is nearly always 
due, not to any fault of the machino 
itself, but to lack of knowledge on tho 
part of the operator of how to keep 
the machine parts sterlle. The produc- 
er must appreciate the difference be- 
tween a bacteriologically clean ma- 
chine and one that merely appears to 
be clean. It is not sufficient to rinse 
out the pails, the cups, and the rubber 
tubes so that visible dirt or traces of 
milk are removed, but it is essential to 
destroy the bacteria that lurk in all 
parts of apparently clean but uasteril- 
ized machines. After the machine has 
been thoroughly washed, the tubes 
and cups should be sterilized either 
by chemical or heat treatment. Tho 
chemical treatment consists of the 
use of a hypochlorite solution with 
one pound of chloride of lime to cne 
gaHon of water, mixing the powder to 
a paste with a ttle water then adding 
the full amount. The heat treatment 
consists in placing the tubes and cups 
In clean, hot water and allowing 
them to-remain in the vessel, covered, 
until the next milking. The wholo 
question of caring for tha milking ma- 
chine is simplified if the producer be- 
gins cleaning and sterilizing after tho 
last milking and keeps up the practice 
every day in the year.

Homesteads In H.B: Area 


Excellent Land In North Soon To Be 
Available For Settlement 

The Saskatoon Board of Trade and 

The Saskatoon Dally Star has guc- 
cessfully co-operated in urging upon 
Ottawa, that lands tributary to the 
Hudson Bay Railway be thrown open 
for homestead entry. It {is now an- 
nounced that immediate action will be 
taken. . 
Fro famous clay belt, estimated to 
contain between 6,000 and 7,000 square 
miles will alone provide 25,600 farms 
of 160 acres each. 

It is conceded that the successful 
growth of wheat, oats, barley, fodder 
and root crops at the experimental 
stations at Mile 187 ang Mile 185 have 
been an effectual demonstration of the 
agricultural possibilities of the lands 
soon to be available for settlement. 

Commissioner: J. H. Holmes has 
strongly impressed to Premier Brack- 
en of Manitoba;-that land near The 
Pas be thrown open and asked his sup- 
port that homestead areas be defined 
in Northern Manitoba, and it has been 
suggested to Ottawa, that to facilitate 
economical entering by Intending 
homesteaders, sub-land offices bo ¢s- 
tablished north of The Pas.

A German On Russia 


Misery Among the Working Classes 
Described As Appalling 

A well-known German Socialist, Dr. 
Otto Friedlaender, who took a trip 
throogh Russia this summer, and was 
permitted by the Soviet to study con- 
ditions in the country at will, has just 
published his impressions. Living 
Conditions he found very bad. Two 
families often have to live in one 
room, separated merely by a chalk 
line. The misery among the working 
classes has resulted in an army of 
parentless and homeless children, 
who live by begging, stealing, and 
sometimes by even worse methods. 
While the Soviet authoritis spend 
gigantic sums of money for propagan- 
da purposes, a generation of criminels 
{s springing up, whose forcible des- 
truction is being seriously demanded 
by the Russian peasants, The sup- 
pression of freedom of opinion is ab- 
solute, and for non-Russians unbear- 
able, Intellectual depression iles aver 
the land. Dr. Friedlaender's opinion is 
that the position of Russia is bad, and 
that, if fresh credits are not obtained 
from abroad very soon, the country 
will undergo fresh economic shocks.— 
Dublin Irish Times © 


Radio Reduces Cable Receipts 


Wireless Generally Has Cut Finances 
Of Pacific System 
A disturbing report with regard to 
the financial results of the Pacific ca- 
ble, the Canadian Press learns, will be 
presented shortly to the governments 
concerned—those of Great Britain, 
Canada, Australia and New Zealand. 
The tise of Empire radio system 
and wireless generally hag resulted in 
causing a reduction in the Pacific Ca- 
ble Board’s receipts at the rate of 
£95,000 ($475,000) annually, it is 
said, and this will not represent the 
peak of the board’s loss. . 
The Pacific Cable Board is appre- 
hensive that the Dominion station at 
Montreal, which will -be completed 
shortly, will result in increased com- 
petition and will affect unfavorably 
the present cable traffic from the U.S. 
The receipts of the Pacifle Cablo 
Board for the current year may meet 
the expenditures, but it scems inevit- 
able that future years will show a 
loss. 


Garnet Wheat In Alberta 


May Largely Replace Other Varieties 
On Heavy Black Land 

Experimental data and ficld obser- 
vations indicate that Garnet: wheat 
will fill a long felt need in Central Al- 
berta, states the superintendent of the 
Lacombe, Alberta, Experimental Sta- 
tion, in-his latest report. It gives a 
ield which compares favorably with 
the highest ylelding varietles and ma- 
tures as quickly as any of the early 
maturing sorts with the exception of 
Prelude, An area of 61 acres of Gar- 
net wheat was grown at the Lacombe 
Station last. summer ,and the average 
yield fas 4014 bushels per acre al- 
though only 15 per cent of the area 
was summer-fallowed or fallowed a 
hold crop. Samples of the wheat were 
placed one grade higher than  Mar- 
quis. The superintendent believes 
that Garnet will largely replace other 
jvarieties on the heavier black kind of 
central and northern Alberta where 
late maturing kinds are subject to 
frost injury.
